1. Tbe total receipt*, of 1D08-00 exceed those of the previous year by 
abotit Ils. 3,99,000. The total charges have risen by Bs. 6,040. 
The net receipts are Ks. 3,92,983 greater than in 1907-08. 

TlTie income from Comt-fue stampis has risen by Bs. 2,74,069 over the in- 
take during 1907-08. Increases have taken place in 25 
districts and are generally attributed to a continuance of the 
inci eased litigation vrhioh comtuenceti in 1907 aftertbe expiry of tbe period of exten- 
sion g’ anted by the Punjab Loans Limitation Act of 1904. In a few cases, especially 
in Amritsar, the effect of the extraordinary fever epidemic of 1 908 is noted as a 
factor which coduced sales. The inoreaso in Delhi is ascribed to an increase of 
snifb coiisequent on the Ssettlomeiit opeiatious and the failure of a rich 3 ewellei*’s firm. 
The increase in Anibala and Sialkot is accounted for by a rumour which obtained 
currenoj' in those distiiots th it Govornrat-nt contemplated a reduction in the period 
of limitation. In Lahore the ir-tanips n>,od foi probates and succession certincates 
were of exceptionally high value. In H<fc.hiaTpur a large number of cases for 
enhancement of rent and in Shahpur a large number of pre-emption euits were 
instituted. 

0. The income from non-judioial stamps is Rs. 1,26,552 
greater than that of 1907-08. 

4. Inpresscd non- judicial stamps brought in R«. 1,09,381 more than in 
1907-08. Iiicieasea have occurred in 26 districts. The only noticeable decrease 
took place m Amritsar which was due to the severe epidemic of fever which affect- 
ed that city. The largest incTuases occpi red m Hoshiarpur, Jiillundur, Sialkot 
and Rawalpindi. In iloshiarx>ur numerous tran&fots were effected between agri- 
culturists and in Sialkot and Rawalpindi money-lenders declined to advance money 
c n book account and insists on the execution of bonds. The general trend of 
the explanations given by other districts is that a larger number of deeds and 
bonds were executed owing to scarcity. 

5. The income from the sale of Lundis fell Rs. 3,273. Besides the slack- 
netsS of trade which was caused by the malarial epidemic and bad agyicnltural 
condition in some districts the only special cause for a decreased sale of hnndis is 
that noted in Delhi, the failure all eady noticed of an important film ctf jewellei's. 

6. Impressed labels or special adhesive labels realised Rs. 16,102 mor® 
than m 1907-08. This was due to increased commercial transactions in Lahewfe 
ano the e*rampiiig of a number of colony deeds received from Shahpur. 

7. Foreign bill stamps were not extensively used in Delhi, boot w MW krad© 
with foreign <‘Ouutries having been somewhat slack. The necessity for affibdng 
notarial stamps to oeititioafceson powers-of-attoi ney is more carefully kept in view 
than formerly. 

8. There lit s been a small decrease in the number 
of stamp vendors. 

The number of oases of insufficiently stamped or unstamped instruments 
t No V amount of duty and penalty realised during the 

^ "***' " year show a satisfactory improvement over the figures of the 

past year. Civil Courts weie apparently more oazeful in checking tbe ade<}oa<y 
of the stamps affixed t<'> the documents which came bdfore them. 

10. The departmental returns were, as usual, compared month by month 
^rith the statements furnished by the Acooontant-Genera!* Punjab, and ail dm«renoes 
were reconciled.' »
